The building has«a stone wall to the 


top'of the basement and the upper 
part is constructed of concrete, and 
the floors and pillars are of re-infore- 
ed concrete. 
The walls of the build- 


ing have two-inch cork insulation and 
everything is so arranged that it will 
be as handy as possible for the pur- 
pose intended. 


The company is now figuring on in- 


stalling electric motors in the plant 
for the operation of the different ma- 
chines and when this Is done every- 
thing will, be as up to date tus It is 
possible to get. 
There will be sev- 


iral different motors in the plant and 
the aggregate will be about 60 horsc- 
jower. 
Heretofore nil of the power 


has been generated by .steam, and the 
conveyance of same to different parts 
of the building by belts and counter- 
shafts has proven quite a costly ar- 
rangement, and it is expected that 
the use of electricity will cut down the 
power bills to a considerable extent. 


The officers of the company report 


that the concern has been getting 
along nicely since il was started, a 
fact that will be welcome "news to 
everybody in (he city, as It is one of 
our industrial institutions that gives 
employment to a considerable number 
of men, and makes Grand Rapids 
more of a marketing renter than il was 
ever before.

The re- 
port of the committee, which was read 
by the secretary, refers to Senator 
Root's work in the pacification of the 
Philippines and Cuba and In the hand- 
ling of the American-Japanese dispute.

•talesman and bis constant efforts to

SAYS HE FAVORS "HOUSE COM- 


MITTEE" ON SUFFRAGE. 


Chief Executive Asserts He Will Not 


Write Message to Congress Fa- 


voring the Reform. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—The president 


on Monday told a delegation from the 
National American Woman'b Suffrage 
association that he favored a standing 
woman's suffrage committee in 
the 


house of representatives, but he re- 
fused their request that he send a 
special message to congress urging 
the reform. 


Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, president 


of the association, summarized brief- 
ly their appeal to the president to as- 
sist the movement either by sending 
a special message' to congress, by in- 
cluding reference to suffrage in any 
general message he might deliver or 
by using Ills influence 
to have 
a 


special committee of the house ap- 
pointed to consider the subject. 
•"I want you, ladies," eaid the presi- 
dent to the delegation, "to realize 
just what my present situation is, If I 
:an make It clear to you. 


"Whenever I walk abroad I real- 


ize I am not a free man; I am under 
arrest. I am BO carefully and admir- 
ably guarded that I have not even the 
privilege 
of 
walking 
the 
streets. 


That Is, as it were, typical of my pres- 
ent transference from being an indi- 
vidual with his mind on any and every 
subject, to being an official of a great 
government and, Incidentally, or so it 
falls out under our system of govern- 
ment, the spokesman of a party. 


"In other words, 1 have not yet pre- 


sented to any legislature my private 
views on any subject, and I never 
shall, because I conceive that to be 
part of the whole process of govern- 
ment, that I shall be spokesman for 
somebody, not for myself. It would 
be an impertinence. When I speak 
for myself I am an individual; when I 
am spokpsman of an organic body I 
am a representative. 


"For that reason, you see, I am by 


my own principles shut out, in the 
language of the street, from 'starting 
anything.' I have to confine myself 
to those things ^hich have been em- 
bodied as promisee to the people at 
an election. That is the strict rule I 
set frv mrEflf."

President Wilson's charge that lob- 


bies existed at the capital to influence 
legisftaion were sustained in the re- 
port of the house lobby investigation 
committee, presented to the house. The 
charges preferred by Martin M. Mul- 
hall against Representative Bartholdt 
of Mlssouii, Calder of New York, 
Sherley of Kentucky, Webb of North 
Carolina and Fairchlld of New York 
were, however, declared unfounded. 


The report also finds that while the 


American Federation of Labor main- 
tains a lobby here, it does not permit 
its activities to transgress the law or 
go beyond the bounds of proper privi- 
lege. The report does find that Mul- 
hall and James A. Rmery, working for 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, "went beyond the limits of de- 
cency in trying to Influence leglsla- 
iton." 


The National Council for Industrial 


Defense and the national tariff com- 
mission also are found to have main- 
tained lobbies to influence legislation 
Other points, brought out in the re- 
port are: 


That the main purpose of the Na- 


tional Association of Manufacturers 
was to prevent legislation curbing the- 
uses of the Injunction against labor 
unions. 


That the tariff commission in 1900 


was not improperly influenced by lob- 
bies. 


That no improper influences have 


been exerted in nominating or elect- 
ing congressmen as far as the com- 
mittee can ascertain 


That Representative James D. Me 


Dermott of Illinois "has been guilty 
of acts of grave impropriety unbecom- 
ing the dignity of the 
distinguished 


position he occupies." 


That Mulhall and Emeiy should 


change their ways or "remain away 
from the capital forever." 


Representative McDermott's rela- 


tions with the pawnbrokers and liquor 
dealers of Washington are gone over 
by the committee at length. The com- 
mittee states that a loan of $500 given 
McDermott by Hugh F. Harvey, sec- 
retary of the Washington Llpor Deal- 
ers' associtaion, probably did not "in- 
fluence his vote," but the transaction 
Is severe!) condemned.

November fires were 
more num- 


erous and total losses larger than in 
the same month last year, judging 
from State Fire Marshal Clem P. 
Host's monthly report. Fires number 
222, as against 187 in November, 1912, 
and losses $316,043, compared with 
$258,330. Total Insurance on damaged 
properties Is $508,075, as against $1,- 
610,325 for the same month last year. 


Except for fires from unknown 


causes (34) matches proved the most 
prolific source of fires reported. Care- 
lessness with children and mice with 
matches resulted In 26 fires and dam- 
age of $20,087.. Chimneys and sparks 
caused 25 fires and losses of $22,355. 
Incendiary and suspicious numbered 
17 with damage of $34,410. Gasoline 
fires of various nature were 11 in 
number and damage of $34,365 result- 
ed. Seventeen lightning fires were re- 
ported, against which losses of $24,610 
encued.

The governor said that farming con- 


ditions In Wisconsin are unsatisfac- 
tory. 
The average farmer has one 


dollar a day to show for his labor, he 
said, after counting out maintenance 
and interest charges, while the aver- 
age laborer in the city earns from 
two to five dollars a day. Everybody 
who wants an eight-hour day knows 
he cannot get It in the country, he 
said, and it is not surprising 
that 


there is a steadily increasing drift 
from the country to the city.

labor than demand. 
For every 100 


women wanted there were 113 appli- 
cants for work in November, whereas 
a month ago the applicants numbered 
only 88 and In November, 1912, only 
93. 


State Lead* in Phthiti* Fight. 


"Twenty-five hundred persons die in 


the state of Wisconsin every year 
from tuberculosis, and in the United 
States the death rate is one person 
every three minutes," said Alvin C, 
Rels, field lecturer for the Wisconsin 
Anti-Tuberculosis association, in an- 
address at the Y. M. C. A. at Milwau- 
kee. 


"In Milwaukee there are at present 


1,644 registered cases of the white 
plague. In Wisconsin there are more 
than 13,000, while 
in 
the 
United 


States are more than 100,000 victims. 
Every fifth man who dies between the 
ages of twenty-five and twenty-eight 
succumbs from tuberculosis. 


"It is the duty of the people to ed- 


ucate the public to protect the lives 
of their fellowmen the same as pro- 
vision against loss from flre or bur- 
glary Is now provided for. 


"We think of the Titanic disaster as 


being appalling, but as a matter of 
fact the death rate from tuberculo- 
sis is equal to that of the mldocean 
disaster every three days." 


In telling of some of the conditions 


found in making the rounds in Mil- 
waukee the last few days the speaker 
stated that iir South Milwaukee there 
are conditions which are deplorable. 
One mother with her family of small 
children is engaged in making mittens 
and gloves. 
The members 
of the 


family are workwing no less than 15 
hours a day, Sundays not excepted. 
The father died from tuberculosis. 


"When these little mittens are seen 


on the counters of the stores people 
will say they are bargains, but as a' 
matter of fact they are simply b^r- 
gains in babies' lives. 


"Since the organization of the Wis- 


consin Anti-Tuberculosis association 
five years ago wonderful results have 
been accomplished In the fight against 
the white plague. Wisconsin now has 
the third lowest 'death rate from this 
disease of any state in tbe union. Mil- 
waukee has the lowest death rate of 
any city in the United States with a 
population of more than 100,000. There 
are now 11 county sanitariums In the 
state and more building, as compared 
to live years ago, when there were 
none." 


The speaker staled that the time 


will come when persons guilty of per- 
mitting children to live under condi- 
tions as are common today will be 
treated as common murderers. 


Special emphasis was laid on the 


fact that material aid can be given 
the battle against the dread disease 
by the purchase 'of the 
Red Crosi 


stamps.

SEAL ORIGINATED 


Nearly f 1,600,000 1ms been raised by 


Red Cross Christmas Seals In the ,last 
five years, and yet many people do not 
know, how,, thin charity stamp idea o- 
rlglnated. 
Some of your grandmothers first 


played '"post office" with stickers sim- 
ilar to Re'd Cross Seals ,'way back In 
18C2, when they conceived the idea'of 
selling stamps at fairs for the benefit 
of the relief funds for the soldiers' hos- 
pitals In Brooklyn, Boston and else- 
where. Nearly $1,000,000 was raised 
in this way before 18C5. After the war 
this method of raising money was dis- 
continued In this country for a gener- 
ation, although It found vogue In Port- 
ugal, 
Switzerland, Austra, France, 


Spain, Denmark, Norway, Russia, Swe- 
den and other European countries, 
There are now thousands'of different 
types of charity stamps used in all 
parts of the world, as many as forty 
icing used in Austria for children's 
lospitals alone.

'Stamps or..'seals were first used to 
ret money for the anti:tuberculosia 
rusade in Norway and Sweden in ,1904 
To Jacob Rlis, the well-known social 
tvorker'of- New Yoi'k; and to Miss Emi- 
y p..

At this season of the year a good 


many persons need repeated reminders 
of the- Importance of fresh air, and 
especially In tho house and sleeping- 
rooms. Speaking of this a bulletin is- 
sued, by the Indiana state ..board of 
health says: 
"With the-approach of 


j cold weather we are facing the season 
when many people tightly, close 
all 


windows In the house and keep them 
closed day and night." . This, continues 
tho bulletln.'ls a practice which brings' 
clangor as well as discomfort, as it is a 
prolific clause of physical ills and ail- 
ments. Only-the ignorant and careless 
will persist In this, plan, knowing how 
essential fresh/air Is to physical health 
and vigor. 


This bit of good advice should not 


be permitted to go unheeded. Unques- 
tionably it is true that a'great many 
people think only of warming their 
houses, without any reference to. the 
way In which it is done.- During the 
daytime' when we are'In our living 
rooms without \yraps and not prepared 
for the cold,-it is reasonable to expect, 
that tho windows-will be kept closed 
or nearly so most of the-time, but 
there Is no reason why the rooms can- 
not bo flushed with fresh air at inter- 
vals 
Every house should; be thor- 


oughly aired out several times a day, 
and yet we all know people of consid- 
erable Intelligence in .whose houses 
the window's are never raised during 
the entire cold season.' 


The custom of opening- windows in 


our bedrooms at night, however, is 
gradually gaining foothold. Time was, 
and not very long ago': either, that peo- 
ple were afraid of "taking cold" if: 
they allowed their windows to remain 
open, because of the fact that night 
air would enter the bedrooms. Yet it 
has 'been positively established that 
night air does not differ from day air 
except that it is freer from dust and 
smoke. 
Otherwise it Is exactly the 


same thing, and as some sanitarians 
have put. it, "the only night air that is 
dangerous is last night's-—open tho 
windows and let it. out." There is iro 
occasion for persons being afraid of a 
draft if they' are warmly covered up 
in their beds at night. The fact that, 
the cold; air. blows-about In the room 
does not,bring with it the result' of 
making people ill, but, on the con- 
tjrairy:, -keeps' them in the best 'of 
health by assuring them asleep which 
is restful and refreshing. 


This is not an idle theory. 
It has 


been tried out by a large number of 
people, .and they. all agree that they 
feel much better if they sleep in rooms 
in which the windows are wide open 
than in tightly closed rooms. 
Try it 


now. 
The weather is not so cold that 


it will be disagreeable at all to make 
the experiment, even if'you have not 
done it previously. And'by the'time 
the weather gets severely, cold you will 
have beeome1>accustdmed to it, and s'o

ly facilitated by the peculiar suscepti 
bility of oysters to increase and im 
provement by artificial means. 
At 


every stage in its ^career the oyster 
is attacked by a horde of dangerpup 
enemies. Before it becomes attached 
the delicate oyster fry is extensively 
consumed by adult oysters and vari- 
ous other shellfish. 
When it attain 


its shell, a new set of shell fish ene- 
mies, provided with drills, begin their 
attacks and extract the soft parts thru 
minute holes made in val.ves. 
It is 


remarkable that a'weak creature like 
the starfish should.be able to prey on 
an animal so strongly fortified as-an 
oyster.

EVERAL FACTS 


ABOUT THE OYSTER 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—New 
ght on the oyster is shed by Hugh 
I. Smith, United States Commission- 
r of Fisheries, in an article on "The 
Vorld's Most Valuable Water Crop," 
mounting to over 42 million bushels 
nd valued at nearly $25,000,000 ah- 
ually. 
Of this output, the share of 


he United States is 88 per cent of 
he quantity and 60 per cent of the 
alue. 


"Oysters are the most valuable and 


most extensively eaten of 
shellfish 


eonomically, they are the mest im- 
ortant ol' all cultivated water pro- 
ducts," writes Commissioner Smith 
o the National 
Geographic Society. 


In at least 36 countries oysters sup- 
iort a special fishery. On the shores 
f all temperate and tropical oceans 
nd seas, oysters occur in greater or 
ess abundance; but the supply in the 
Vorth Atlantic exceeds that of all 
ther waters combined. Not less than 
50,000 men and women are engaged 
n the oyster industry, and the capi- 
al invested in vessels, boats, appara- 
us, oyster lands, and cultural esta- 
blishments agregates many milljioh 
dollars. 


"At least 100 species are known, 


with a rather wide range in size, shape, 
habits, flavor and food value. Oysters 
produce an immense number of young 
n order to compensate for the heavy 
mortality that occurs, particularly in 
he early months. 
After the oyster 


attains a size that is visible to the un- 
aided eye, it is incapable of changing 
ts position. This is in marked con- 
trast 
with 
the 
newly-born young, 


which is a fee-swimming creature, 
floating about with tides and currents 
Of the millions of microscopic young 
iberated by-a single full-grown oy- 
ster, only an exceedingly small per- 
centage become attached to a suitable 
bottom form a shell, and enter on a 
career that will terminate 
on 
the 


table in two to four years. 
All the 


young that fall on a muddy or soft 
sandy bottom, or( an surfaces that are 
slimy ,are lost. Oyster culture there- 
fore aims primarily to conserve the 
free-swimming young, which it ac- 
complishes by sowing clean oystei 
shells or other 'clutch' to which the 
'spat' can attach, or by collecting th 
young on tiles or brush raised above 
the bottom or suspended between the 
surface and bottom. 


"The cultivation of oysters is made 


necessary by the exhaustion of th< 
natural beds; it is made possible b> 
private ownership or control of oy 
ster-producing bottoms; and it is grea 
ly facilitated by the peculiar susceptr 
bihty of oysters to increase and im 
provement by artificial means. 
A 


every stage m its career the oyste; 
is attacked by a horde of dangerou: 
enemies. Before it becomes attached 
the delicate oyster fry is extensively 
consumed by adult oysters and vari 
ous other shellfish. 
When it attain 


its shell, a new set of shell fish ene 
mies, provided with drills, begin thei 
attacks and extract the soft parts thri 
minute holes made in valves. 
It i 


remarkable that a weak creature lik 
the starfish should be able to prey on 
an animal so strongly fortified as an 
oyster. 
Other enemies of the grown 


oyster are fishes with powerful jaw 
armed with crushing teeth. 


"In any consideration of the world' 


oyster industry the United States ne 
cessanly receives first and most promi 
nent mention. The oyster is taken in 
every coastal State except one, it i 
the chief fishery product in 15 state 
and it is the most extensively cultl 
vated of our aquatic animals. 
Th 


seven leading oyster states are Rhod 
Island, Connecticut, New York, Nci 
Jersey, Maryland, Virginia and Louis 
iana, with [Virginia, Maryland an< 
Connecticut 
leading in

named. The body of water that pro 
duces more oysters than any othe 
body in the world is Chesapeake Bay 
with an output of over eleven million 
bushels, valued at more than $4,250, 
000.. 
Oyster culture in the Unite 


States consists in (1) acquiring suit 
able submerged bottom, (2) cleanin 
and preparing that bottom for th 
growth of oysters, (3) sowing thereon 
shells or other material for the at 
tachment and growth of young oysters 
(4) insuring the production of larva 
oysters by the proximity of natura 
or planted beds of adult oysters, (5 
protecting the oyster beds from ene 
mie*, (6) transplanting as the o 
casion requires to prevent overcrowd 
ing and to facilitate growth and fat 
toning, and (7) culling and sortm 
for market. 


"The Federal Government does no

WHAT ARE BACTERIA? . 


Dr Chas E. North of New York has 
resented a very clear and simple con- 
eption of bacteria. AH living things 
re either plant or animal. Bacteria 
elong to'the vegetable kingdom. Just 


as most plants from large trees to 
mall moss plants are useful to man, 
o are most bacteria. Just as there 
are a very few poisonous plants, just 
o are there a few poisonous bacteria 
amongst the many useful ones. Bac- 
eria are the oldest plants and ances- 
ors of all vegetable life. 


•Before animals were created, there 


was no tuberculosis or typhoid, or 
diptheria, but after the animals and 
men appeared, some of. these tiny 
plants accidentally took up their resi- 
dence in the noses and throats and in- 
estines of men. 


•Having once learned to grow in. 


animals many of them have entirely 
ost their power-of growing anywhere 
else and-cannot live at all without 
he warmth and nourishment which 
;hey receive in living persons." 
This -being so,: the disease 
germs 


continue their existence, only by be- 
ng passed from one individual to an- 
other.

Recent studies have discovered in- 


dividuals who have been called "car- 
iic.^ 
Without being ill themselves, 


they keep bacteria alive In their own 
systems and pass them along to vic- 
tims. 
The most common diseases thus 


•carried" are 
tuberculosis, 
typhoid 


and diptheria. 
Soper has reported the case of "Ty- 


phoid Mary," a cook, said to have in- 
fected 26 persons, living in 6 fami- 
lies,'residing in 5 localities in 3 states. 
She, 
herself, had.no symptoms of dis- 


ease in spite of harboring millions of 
typhoid germs. 
While the majority of infectious 


diseases-are due to vegetable parasites 
a few are due to microscopic animal 
parasites, called protozoa. These, for 
the most part inhabit the blood. The 
most common diseases due to germs 
of this class are- syphilis, 
malaria 


dysentery and sleeping sickness. The 
three latter are uncommon in north- 
ern climates,

Stamps or seals were first used to 


;et money for the anti-tuberculosis 
crusade in Norway and Sweden In 1904 
To Jacob Riis, the well-known social 
worker of New York, and to Miss Emi- 
y P. Bissell, the energetic secretary of 
the Delaware Red Cross, Jointly be- 
ong the honor of originating our A- 
merican Red Cross Christmas Seal. In 
1909, 
Mr. Riis' interest was aroused by 


the receipt of a Christmas tuberculosis 
stamp on a letter from Norway. He 
published an article about this queer 
looking stamp in the "Outlook," and 
suggested some possible uses for It in 
this country. Miss Bissell at once saw 
an opportunity here and prepared 
a 


stamp, from the sale of which her so- 
ciety realized $3,000 for tuberculosis 
work. So impressed was she with this 
success that she induced the Ameri- 
can Red Cross to take up the sale In 
1908 
on a national basis. With very 


little organization and with hardly any 
attempt at careful advertising, 
the 


sale that year brought in, nevertheless 
over J135|000 for anti-tuberculosi)s 
work in various parts of the United 
States. In 1909, with more thorough 
organization, the sale was increased to 
J230.000; in 1910 to nearly J310.000 
in 1911 to over $330,000, and over 40, 
000,000 seals, netting $400,000, were 
sold last year.

WHAT ARE BACTERIA? 


Dr. Chas. E. North of New York has 


presented a very clear and simple con- 
eption of bacteria. All living things 
re either plant or animal. Bacteria 
selong to the vegetable kingdom. Just 


most plants from large trees to 


mall mosa plants are useful to man, 
o are most bacteria. Just as there 
are a very few poisonous plants, just 
o are there a few poisonous bacteria 
amongst the many useful ones. Bac- 
eria are the oldest plants and ances- 
ors of all vegetable life. 


Before animals were created, there 


was no tuberculosis or typhoid, or 
diptheria, but after the animals and 
men appeared, some 
of 
these 
tiny 


plants accidentally took up their resi- 
dence in the noses and throats and In- 
:estines of men. 


"Having once learned to grow in 


animals many of them have entirely 
ost their power of growing anywhere 
else and cannot live at all without 
he warmth and nourishment which 
they receive in living persons." 


This being so, the disease 
germs 


continue their existence, only by be- 
ing passed from one individual to an- 
other. 


Recent studies have discovered in- 


dividuals who have been called "car- 
riers." Without being ill themselves, 
they keep bacteria alive in their own 
systems and pass them along to vic- 
tims. 


The most common diseases thus 


'carried" are 
tuberculosis, 
typhoid 


and diptheria. 


Soper has reported the case of "Ty- 


phoid Mary," a cook, said to have in- 
fected 26 persons, living in 6 fami- 
lies, residing in 5 localities in 3 states. 
She, herself, had no symptoms of dis- 
ease in spite of harboring millions of 
typhoid germs. 


While the majority of infectious 


diseases are due to vegetable parasites, 
a few are due to microscopic animal 
parasites, called protozoa. 
These, for 


the most part inhabit the blood. The 
most common diseases due to germs 
of this class are syphilis, 
malaria 


dysentery and sleeping sickness. The 
three latter are uncommon in north- 
ern climates, 


It has been with the greatest dim- 


vulty that the disease germs "car- 
ried" as described above could be kill- 
ed. 
Interesting work Is being done 


by 
bacteriologists 
in "sicking on' 


friendly germs to kill the 
germs of 


diptheria carriers. 
The process Is 


colled "overriding."

turning ferrets loose in a rat infestee 
building.

Dear Sir:—I have received many let- 
ters from the potato growers and 
buyers throughout my, district.: ' re- 
garding the Quarantine placed:on for- 
eign jjrown potatoes by•: the-. United. 
States department of agriculture. 


Believing- that the exact situation 


is" of importance to potato growers 
and- buyers, I have made inquiry at 
the United States department of agri- 
culture and the foljowing are' the 
facts: 


The quarantine was established .by 


the agricultural department under the 
Taft administration on September 20, 
1912 on account of diseases known 
as potato canker, potato wart, and 
black scab, which are very prevalent 
in Newfoundland, the Isles of.. St. 
Pierre and Miquelon, Great Britain, 
including JEngland, Scotland, Wales, 
and Ireland, Germany and Austra- 
Hungary. 
The importation, of pota- 


toes from, these countries has -been 
prohibited. 


I communicated with the agricul- 


tural department today and they in- 
formed me that despite ' the strong 
pressure from the exporting 
coun- 


tries, the embargo on potatoes would 
not be removed this year, and prob- 
ably not for several years; not until 
these diseases- are the .wholly .eradi- 
cated. 


These diseases are the.hardest to 


combat that the potato growers have 
heretofore dealt with. 
.. With a -tariff of-twenty-five cents a 
bushel on potatoes many millions of 
bushels - were . imported 
into 
the 


United States from these countries. 
With the- tariff taken off we could 
have looked for, much larger impor- 
tations. 
The quarantine, on account 


of 
- these 
diseases, . will 
practic- 


ally stop the importation of potatoes 
into the :United States from the larg- 
est potato growing- countries, and the 
prices, therefore, will be regulated by 
the supply and demand of potatoes 
in the United States. Yours very truly

potatoes are being shipped into the 
United States at the present time,.and 
consequently the present low prices 
cannot be blamed to the fact that the 
duty has. been taken off the tubers. 
Notwithstanding the fact that weath- 
er conditions have been ideal for ship- 
ping-potatoes, buyers are not purchas- 
ing any more "than just enough to keep 
them going at the present time. How- 
ever, had potatoes started in at twenty- 
'five cents this Call and .gone up to their 
present price growers 
would 
have 


falling over themselves to . get their 
stock to market, as there is a good 
margin at the present price, but as 
they started in higher, it .seems a 
trifle low now.

FR-ESH AIR IX THE HOME. 


At this season of the year .a good 


many persons need.repeated reminders, 
of the importance of fresh air, and 
especially in the house and sleeping- 
rooms. Speaking of this a bulletin is- 
sued by the Indiana state board of 
Health says: 
"With the approach of 


cold weather we are facing the season 
.-hen many people : tightly, close 
all 


vindows in the house and keep them 
losed day and night." . This, continues 
lie bulletin, is a practice which brings 
anger a,s well as discomfort, as it is a 
prolific cause of physical ills and ail- 
ments. Onlythe ignorant and careless 
vill persist in this plan, knowing how 
ssential fresh'air is to physical health 
and vig-or. 
. 


This bit of good advice should not 


be permitted to go unheeded, Unques- 
ionably it is true that a'great many 
people think only of warming their 
louses, without any reference to . the 
vay in which it is done.. During- the 
daytime,1 when we are', in our living 
rooms without wraps and not prepared 
for the cold,-it is reasonable to expect, 
that the windows .will be kept closed 
or nearly so most of the • time, but 
there is no reason why the rooms, can- 
not be flushed with fresh air at inter- 
vals 
Every house should be thor- 


oughly aired out. several times-a day, 
and yet we all know people of consid- 
erable intelligence in whose houses 
the window's are never raised during, 
the entire cold season.. 


The custom of opening windows in 


our bedrooms at night, however, is 
gradually gaining foothold. Time was, 
and not very long ago. either, that .peo- 
ple were afraid of "taking cold" if 
they allowed their windows to remain 
open, because of the fact that night 
air would enter the bedrooms. Yet it 
has been .positively established ..that 
night air does not differ from day. air 
except that it is freer from .dust and. 
smoke. 
Otherwise .it is exactly the" 


same thing-, and as some sanitarians 
have put it, "the only night air that is 
dangerous is last night's—open 'the 
windows and let it out." There is ffp 
occasion for persons.being afraid of a 
draft if theyYslre warmly' covered up. 
in their beds at night. The fact that 
the cold air blows about in the room 
does not.bring with it the result of 
making .people ill, but, on the con- 
tjraryr, keeps' them . in- the best 'of. 
health by assuring them asleep which

FRESH AIR IX THE HOME. 
,\t this season of the year a good 


nany persons need repeated reminders 
>t thc> importance of frebh air, and 
'.specially m the house and sleeping 
ooms. Speaking of this a bulletin is- 
sued by the Indiana state board of 
lealth says: 
"With the approach of 


uold weather we are facing the season 
when many people tightly close 
all 


windows in the house and keep them 
losed day and night." This, continues 
the bulletin, is a practice which brings 
danger as well as discomfort, as it is a 
prolific cause of physical ills and ail- 
ments. Only the ignorant and careless 
will persist in this plan, knowing how 
essential fresh air is to physical health 
and vigor. 


This bit of good advice should not 


be permitted to go unheeded. Unques- 
tionably it is true that a great many 
people think only of warming their 
houses, without any reference to the 
way in which it is done. During the 
daytime, when we are in our living 
rooms without wraps and not prepared 
for the cold, it is reasonable to expect 
that the windows will be kept closed 
or nearly so most of the time, but 
tht>re is no reason why the rooms can- 
not be flushed with fresh air at inter- 
vals 
Every house should be thor- 


oughly aired out several times a day, 
and yet we all know people of consid- 
erable intelligence in whose houses 
the windows are never raised during 
the entire cold season. 


The custom of opening windows in 


our bedrooms at night, however, is 
gradually gaining foothold. Time was 
and not very long ago either, that peo- 
ple were afraid of "taking cold" if 
they allowed their windows to remain 
open, because of the fact that night 
air would enter the bedrooms. Yet it 
has been positively established that 
night air does not differ from day air 
except that it is freer from dust and 
smoke. 
Otherwise it is exactly the 


same thing, and as some sanitarians 
have put it, "the only night air that is 
dangerous is last night's—open the 
windows and let it out." There is no 
occasion for persons being afraid of a 
draft if they are warmly covered up 
in their beds at night. The fact that 
the cold air blows about in the room 
does not bring with it the result of 
making people ill, but, on the con 
Ijrary, keeps them in the best "ol 
health by assuring them a sleep which 
is restful and refreshing.

FREE TRADE DON'T 


MEAN LOW PRICES 


House of Representatives, Wash- 


ngton, November 26, 1913.—E. Mc- 
Qlachlin, Stevens Polntt, Wisconsin, 
)ear Sir:—I have received many let- 
ers from the potato growers and 
'uyers throughout my district 
re- 


garding the quarantine placed on for- 
ign grown potatoes by the United 
States department of agriculture. 


Believing that the exact situation 


s of importance to potato growers 
and buyers, I have made inquiry at 
he United States department of agri- 
ulture and the foljowing are the 
acts: 


The quarantine was established by 


he agricultural department under the 
Taft administration on September 20, 


912, 
on account of diseases known 


s potato canker, potato wart, and 
ilack scab, which are very prevalent 
n Newfoundland, the Isles of 
St. 


ierre and Miquelon, Great Britain, 
ncluding England, Scotland, Wales, 
and Ireland; Germany and Austra- 
Hungary. 
The importation of pota- 


oer from these countries has been 
Tohibited. 


I communicated with the agricul- 


ural department today and they in- 
ormed me that despite the strong 
pressure from the exporting coun- 
nes, the embargo on potatoes would 
not be removed this year, and prob- 
ably not for several years; not until 
hese diseases are' the wholly eradi- 
cated. 


These diseases are the hardest to 


combat that the potato growers have 
leretofore dealt with. 


With a tariff of twenty-five cents a 


bushel on potatoes many millions of 
bushels 
were 
imported 
into the 


Jnited States from these countries. 
With the tariff taken off we could 
have looked for much larger impor- 
tations. 
The quarantine, on account 


of 
these 
diseases, 
will 
practic- 


ally stop the importation of potatoes 
into the United States from the larg- 
jst potato growing: countries, and the 
prices, therefore, will be regulated by 
the supply and demand of potatoes 
n the United States. Yours very truly

It will be seen by the above that no 


potatoes are being shipped into the 
United States at the present time, and 
consequently the present low prices 
cannot be blamed to the fact that the 
duty has been taken off the tubers. 
Notwithstanding the fact that wcath- 


conditions have been ideal for ship- 


ping potatoes, buyers are not purchas- 
ing any more than just enough tn keep 
them going at the present time. How- 
ever, had potatoes started in at twenty- 
five cents this Call and gone up to their 
present price growers 
would 
have 


tailing over themselves to get their 
stock to market, as there is a good 
margin at the present price, but as 
they started in higher, it seems a 
trifle low now.

The Tunny Fjsh. 


its species ever brought to Plcetwood. 
The tunny belongs to the mackerel 
family,- having somewhat the appear- 
ance of a gigantic mackerel, and IB a 
rare visitor to British waters. It is a 
southern fish, particularly abundant in 
the Mediterranean, where the fisheries 
are of greut antiquity, and Is today 
much ic. demand for its edible-qualities 
in the countries bordering on that sea. 
The Phoenicians established extensive 
fisheries for tunny, and as an indica- 
tion of their value the tunny appears 
on the medals of Cadiz and Curteia. 
Unfortunately, the 
specimen here 


shown is wrinkled in the lower portion 
of the body, owing to its not being 
hoisted clear of the ground when being 
photographed, and the fish Is leaning 
on its tall, consequently wrinkling It. A 
tunny weighing three and a half hun-

years, for the valuable consideration 
of $625, to me in hand paid, the receipt 
of which is 
hereby 
acknowledged, 


which negro I warrant, sound, healthy 
and sensible and a slave for life. I 
also warrant the right and title to 
said negro free from the claim of all 
and every person or persons whatso- 
ever from me and my heirs, executors 
and administrators, for ever to the

With little effort dainty sachets to 


perfume jour friends' gowns may be 
made at a very email cost 
Make six 


sachets in pastel shades of satin rib 
bon about two inches square. 
Fill 


witi soft cotton dusted with some 
fragrant sachet powder. Place 
the 


sachets one on top of the other and 
tie with narrow gauze ribbon. 
Gilt 


safety pins are attached 
(o each 


sachet BO the bags can be pinned on 
the different frocks. 


One distinct novelty is a colonial 


pin cushion. For this unique cushion 
you will have to purchase a glass can- 
dlestick In a simple design 
Cover 


one Bide of a four-inch square of card- 
board with some pretty silk which 
harmonizes with the color scheme of 
your 
friends' 
bedrooms 
Form 
a 


mound-like cushion of cotton on the 
other side and cover with the silk 
The cushion SB fastened to the candle- 
stick by fine wires or thread Around 
the edge of the cushion sew a beaded 
fringe about three inches long. 


Another pin cushion has for 
the 


foundation a four-inch wire tea strain- 
er. The back is fitted with a disk of 
cotton covered tn cretonne. The wire 
part is lined with flowered cretonne 
and filled with cotton. Wind the ban- 


the ruffles of lace about two inches 
wide. 


Chic boudoir caps are made ot cir- 


cles of shadow lace 18 inches wide 
with soft ruffles of narrow lace around 
the crown. The ruffles should be made 
in the back wider than in the front 
to give the effect of a Dutch bonnet. 
The eap is decorated with little pink 
rosebuds and a band of pink ribbon. 


Exquisite La France roses are made 


out of folded gatin ribbon In three-inch 
lengths Turn the ends back at the cor- 
ners to form the petals. 
Group the 


petals together and Join to a wire 
stem which has been twisted with nar- 
row green satin. 


A natural looking bunch of violets 


IE formed of tiny bows of twisted vio- 
let ribbon tied with green silk wire. 


Hat pins, collar pins and buckles 


are wonderfully effective when cov- 
ered with ribbon roses made of nar- 
row folded ribbon grouped closely to- 
gether. 
If you prefer you can use 


satin cherries made of tiny circles of 
satin fllleri with cotton, with petals 
of green ribbon. 


The girl who dances will find much 


pleasure in receiving a pretty pair of 
beaded satin slipper bows to match 
her party slippers. 


For the traveler a small cretonne 


pillow with pockets on one side for 
magazines and newspapers would be 
a convenience. 


A set of envelopes of white linen to 


hold the necessary ai tides, would al- 
so be a useful gift. If you have time 
you could buttonhole the flap in scal- 
lops. One envelope for handkerchiefs, 
one for the night dress, one lined in 
rubber for the toilet articles, and one 
large one for the extra waist The 
pieces you have left of the linen you 
can utilize for napkin rings, scalloped 
and finished with a monogram, or for 
boudoir lamp shades, which are much 
admired when inserted with raedal-

ed neatly and the covers attached to 
the box.

where. Bags of all sorts and sizes,
